(Currently Amended) A method for remotely controlling audio/visual (A/V) devices 
within a personal computer (PC), the method comprisin g the st e p s of : 
fo> -receiving data signals; 

accessing a look-up table having a plurality of mappings between each of the data signals 
and an appropriate control functions for each of the A/V devices; 

mapping e ach button on a r e mot e control d e vic e to pr e d e t e rmin e d k e y cod e s; and 

(^translatin g the received data signals to particular control functions utilizing the look- 
up table data signals from a s e l e ct e d button to d e vic e functions via th e PC bas e d on th e k e y 
cod e s to control op e rations of a plurality of A/V d e vic e coupl e d to th e PC ; and 

controlling operation of the A/V devices via the PC based on the particular control 
functions .

4. (Currently Amended) The method of claim ^J_wherein the device functions further 
comprises a plurality of CD/DVD and TV/DVR functions. 
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5. (Currently Amended) A system for remotely controlling a plurality of audio/visual 
(A/V) devices within a p e rsonal comput e r (PC) , the system comprising: 

a single remote control device with selectable button for transmitting data signals 
wirelesslv to access control of the plurality of A/V devices; 

a connection hardware, coupling the plurality of A/V devices and the PC, for translating 
the data signals to appropriate control functions, wherein the selectable buttons are automatically 
associated with the appropriate control functions for a particular A/V device; and 

a PC for controlling the plurality of A/V devices utilizing the appropriate control 
functions^ 

conn e ction hardwar e coupl e d to th e PC; and 

a r e mot e control d e vic e with s e l e ctabl e buttons for transmitting data signals wir e l e ssly to 
th e conn e ction hardwar e to acc e ss control of th e plurality of A/V d e vic e s . 

6. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 5 wherein the connection hardware furth e r 
comprises a tuner box for coupling the plurality of A/V device to the PC . 

7. (Currently Amended) The system of claim §-6_wherein the connection hardware 
further comprises a graphics board in th e PC coupl e d to th e tun e r box for translating the data 
signals to appropriate control functions for selecting and controlling operation of the plurality of 
A/V devices utilizing a look-up table wherein a first set of the selectable buttons are mapped to 
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select one or more A/V devices and a second set of the selectable bottoms are mapped to control 
operation as a function of the selected one or more A/V devices . 

8. (Currently Amended) The system of claim # -7 wherein the tuner box fa ther 
comprising c omprises an infrared port receiver in th e conn e ction hardware and a register to 
receive the data signals from the single remote control devic e and for transferring the received 
data signals to the graphics board .

(Currently Amended) The system of claim 4-0-5_wherein the control functions 
comprise action k e y code further compris e s one of a plurality of DVD and DVR functions.

13. (Currently Amended) A method for remotely controlling a plurality of audio/visual 
(A/V) devices within a personal computer (PC) utilizing a-one remote control, the remote control 
having a plurality of buttons, the method comprising th e s t e ps of : 

(a)-providing a data signal based upon activating at least one of the plurality of buttons 
from the one remote control, the at least one button for controlling one of the plurality of A/V 
devices;-and 
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(b) translating th e data signal to control on e of th e plurality of A/V d e vices by providing 
one of a plurality of CD/DVD and TV/DVR function s 

determining automatically a control function for a particular A/V device associated with 
the data signal based on the activated at least one of the plurality of buttons and the particular 
A/V device; and 

providing information for controlling the particular A/V device based on the control 
function . 

14. (Currently Amended) A computer readable medium containing program instructions 
for remotely controlling audio/visual (A/V) devices within a personal computer (PC), the 
program instructions for: 

accessing a mapping of each button on a remote control device to predetermined key 
codes , wherein a first set of buttons select operation of one or more A/V devices and a second set 
of bottoms control operation as a function of the selected A/V device ; and 

translating automatically data signals from a selected button to device functions via the 
PC based on the key codes to control op e rations of a plurality of A/V d e vic e s coupl e d to th e PC . 

15. (Currently Amended) The computer readable medium of claim 14 further comprising 
utilizing a look-up table to provide associations between the predetermined key cod e s and th e 
devic e functions containing the mappings of each bottom to predetermined key codes for 
translating the data signals to device functions . 
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16. (Original) The computer readable medium of claim 15 wherein utilizing a look-up 
table further comprises providing a button mapping code in the PC. 

17. (Original) The computer readable medium of claim 15 wherein the device functions 
further comprises a plurality of CD/DVD and TV/DVR functions. 

18. (Currently Amended) A method for remotely controlling audio/visual (A/V) devices 
within a personal computer (PC), the method comprising the steps of: 

(a) mapping each button on a remote control device to predetermined key codes , wherein 
a first set of buttons select operation of one or more A/V devices and a second set of bottoms 
control operation as a function of the selected A/V device ;-and 

(b) storing the mapping in a look-up table; 

(c) receiving a first data signal corresponding to a selected one of the first set of buttons; 

(d) translating the first data signal signals from a s e l e ct e d button to d e vic e functions via 
th e PC bas e d on th e k e y cod e s to control op e rations of a plurality to a first control function 
utilizing the look-up table to select operation of a particular A/V device coupled to the-a_PC;-and 

(c) utilizing a look - up tabl e to provid e associations b e tw ee n th e pr e d e t e rmin e d key cod e s 
and th e d e vic e functions, wh e r e in a bottom mapping cod e is utilized within th e PC to provide the 
look up tabl e 
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(e) receiving a second data signal corresponding to a selected one of the second set of 
buttons; and 

(f) translating the second data signal to a second control function utilizing the look-up 
table to control operation of the particular A/V device coupled to the PC, wherein the selected 
one of the second set of buttons is automatically associated with an appropriate control function 
for the particular A/V device . 

19. (Currently Amended) A system for remotely controlling a plurality of audio/visual 
(A/V) devices within a personal computer (PC), the system comprising: 
a-PGt 

a tun e r box coupl e d to a graphics board within th e PC; and 

a remote control device with selectable buttons for transmitting data signals wirelessly-te 
the tun e r box to acc e ss control of th e plurality of A/V d e vic e s, wh e r e in th e graphics board 
translat e s th e data s ignals to a button numb e r 

a tuner box, coupled to the PC. the plurality of A/V device and the remote control device, 
for receiving the data signals for transfer to the PC; and 

the PC having a graphics board for automatically translating the data signals to 
appropriate control functions for selecting and controlling operation of the plurality of A/V 
devices utilizing a look-up table wherein a first set of the selectable buttons are mapped to select 
one or more A/V devices and a second set of the selectable bottoms are mapped to control 
operation as a function of the selected one or more A/V devices . 
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20. (Currently Amended) A computer readable medium for remotely controlling 
audio/visual (A/V) devices within a personal computer (PC), the method comprising: 

mapping each button on a remote control device to predetermined key codes in a look-up 
table, wherein a first set of buttons select one or more A/V devices and a second set of buttons 
control operation of each of the selected A/V devices and wherein a graphical user interface is 
not necessary ; 

translating automatically data signals from a s e l e cted button the remote control to device 
functions utilizing the look-up table via th e PC bas e d on th e k e y cod e s to control op e rations of a 
plurality of A/V d e vic e coupl e d to the PC , wherein the data signals include one or more of the 
predetermined key codes ; and 

controlling selection and operation of the A/V devices via the PC based on the device 
functions utilizing a look - up tabl e to provid e associations b e tw ee n th e pr e d e t e rmin e d k e y cod e s 
and th e d e vic e functions, wh e r e in a button mapping cod e is utiliz e d in th e PC to provid e th e 
look - up tabl e. 

21 . (Currently Amended) A system for remotely controlling a plurality of audio/visual 
(A/V) devices within a personal computer (PC), the system comprising: 

an infrared port r e c e iv e r; 

a tuner box A coupled to a graphics board within the PC and the plurality of A/V devices* 
having an infrared part receiver and a register for receiving data signals for transfer to the PC ; 
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a remot e control d e vic e with sel e ctabl e buttons for translating data s ignals vvir e l e ssly to 
th e infrared port r e c e iv e r to acc e ss control of th e plurality of A/V d e vic es wh e r e in th e graphics 
board translat e s th e data signals to a button number; and 

an application driv e r programming in th e PC that utiliz e s th e button numb e r to d e t e rmin e 
an action k e y cod e in on e of th e plurality of A/V d e vic e s 

the PC having a graphics board including a button mapping software for automatically 
translating the data signals to appropriate control functions and a software driver for providing 
information for controlling the plurality of A/V device according to the appropriate control 
function, wherein a first set of the data signals are mapped to select one or more A/V device and 
a second set of the data signals are mapped to control operation of the selected one or more A/V 
devices . 

22. (New) The system of Claim 21, further comprising a remote control device with 
selectable buttons for transmitting the data signals wirelessly to access control of the plurality of 
A/V devices. 
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
